S1r,—The reasons which prompt me to write to you are twofold, Firat, a desire 
to aid in spreading through your columns to the largest circle powible, the fullest 
information in regard to the all important question as to the chances here for immi- 
grants ; and secondly to draw the attention of small manufacturers and commercial

in rich agricultural districts like those of Russia, Austria, Hungary, Roumania and 


- Poland, they should be so sparsely represented in this, the richest and most fertile © 


tract of land in the world, with an area equal to more than half of that of 
Europe, without any restriction upon Jewish immigration, residence, or citizenship, 

It is a common error in England when speaking of this country, to confine 
attention to the cities near the Atlantic seaboard, and even among those cities few 
among our people have the courage to let their thoughts fly beyond Chicago, which 
is to them the outergate of civilisation. Yet here, to the North and Northwest of 
that city, in the region watered by the great lakes and the Mississippi river, with 
its great confluents stretching Westward to the feet of the Rooky Mountain chain, 
the fairest prospect opens itself to the vision of him who flees from the daily 


struggle, which with almost superhuman efforts barely affords him a scanty living, 


Here towns and villages spring up as if by magic, and busy people, almost in a 


by the very men who in Europe could barely escape starvation. 

As letters of enquiry from England have been answered in a somewhat different 
strain, I will say that while there are none here who would discourage immigration, 
there are many who prefer to occupy a neutral position, neither advising ror dis- 
suading it. They fear that this section is not yet sufficiently developed to offer much 
encouragement to the inexperienced immigrants, while on the other hand they 
believe that the present Jewish population is fairly proportionate to that of th 

rest of the community, 

Let us test this latter theory in the light of statistics, Taking the six nearest 
states, thoseof;Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin, Nebraska, Dakota and Montana, we 
have an area of 612,465 rquare miles, According to the last federal census, that of 
1880, the six states had an aggregate population of 4,357,626, of whom only 4,201 
were Jews; that is tosay one Jew to each 145 square miles and to about 1,037 of 

Austria, Hungary and Germany, with an ares of 449,572 square miles, have a 
population of $2,938,829, of whom 1,883,000 are Jews, that is a little more than 4 
Jews to cach square mile, or one to a little less than every 44 inhabitants, 

I do not forget that the figures just given are those of the census of 1880, nearly 
10 years ago, and that they apply to a region whose development and increase in 
population since that time has been simply unparalleled in history. That the 
increase of Jewish population has not kept pace with that of the rest of the com.

Sin,~Interested in all educational matters, I read with much pleasure your 
wtice on the above book, and as soon as it appeared I invested in a copy ; but I 
im compelled to confess that in spite of the flourish of trumpets which sounds 
toughout the introduction, I was sadly disappointed. 

Aslam not writing a review I shall be as short as possible, and merely try to 
itow that Mr, L. B. Abrahams, the compiler, has not verified his assertions. :

_ Ido not wish to lengthen this letter, but it has just struck me that there are 
some new points in this book which, as faras I know, do not appesr in any similar 
publication ; viz.: 1, The commencing pages are not numbered ; 2, Eight blessings 
are put down to be said by young children, but when they are to be used is left to: 
the juvenile imagination or to the teacher whose work is supposed to b> lightened 
by the use of the new book ; 8, The Tea Commandments are given ; but where No- 
1 ends and No, 2 bogins, and 80 on, is not indicated. Thoro is certainly novelty in 
these points, but whether they are likely to be beneficial I must leave to practioal 
teachers to decide. 

Many other errors and omissions there are, but I fear to trespass further on 
your valuable space, ani indecd I should not have gone thus far except in the

Yours obediently, TRvuTH, 


JEWISH LITURGY AND SYNAGOGUE MUSIC.

‘S1r,—I recently saw by an aivertisoment in your journal that Lady de Roth- 
schild had kindly and thoughtfully provided a service in English for the humbler 


class of Jewish women. I think it an excellent idea, and should like to ascertain | 
some further details as to the manner in which the New Year's Service was carried © 


out, as well as whether those who attended were numerous and able to understand 
English, which would not be the case if they had recently arrived from abroad, It 


would be desirable that these latter should have an opportunity of hearing in a 


convenient locality some kind of Sabbath prayers, even in a jargon familiar to them, 
which should only occupy a certain time and should include a termon. These 
prayers might be NIN j29, a repetition of the MWY MD, condensed in short son- 


tences. This is of a Talmudic origin, and was introduced for the convenience of ~ 


those who did not come in proper time for the servic*, and who would have had to 
return alone from the synagogue, woich was very distant from the towns,had they 


‘been obliged to go throogh the whule of the blessings (Sabbath 21b), 


Such abridgments were much in nse, and were resorted to by husbandmen 
workmen, and the unlearned people in general ; and in case of urgent affairs, and 
other obstacles, also by tha learned (Berach, 28), and therefore some such kind of 
service might with equal advantage be provided for menon Sabbath, as was recently 
done on the Day of Atonement. In the absence of written copies of prayers prior 
to 1485, it was very difficult for the greater part of the congregation to retain long 
prayers in their memory ; ab:idged forms were therefore used. Rabbi Samuel had 
this circumstance in view whoa he composed the excellent prayer 13.3". In the 
Tosephta (B a 3) several short and very expressive prayers of this kind are men- 


tioned. A Rabbi is not competent to introduce new forms and ceremonies which 


can be binding on any oth-r conzregation except his own, even if he should be sup- 
ported by a kind of Syno}!. In Germany, each Chief Rabbi is infallible with his 
congregation ; hence the number of rituals and customs in existence and the eccen- 
tricities which many of them contain. | 

I should like particularly to bs informed why so much importance is still 
attached, especially by the Spanish and Portugue e Jews, to 739 72vLIN, and how 
long the custom has ex'sted, seeing that itis oot not mention d even in the Mishnah, 
I have a Hebrew manuscript in which Psalm 76 is used fur Tabernacles, instead of 
Psalms 42 and 43, If verses 7 to 11 inclusive were omitted from Psalm 92 or that 


for the Sabbath day it would b> better. Indeed, they look very much like interlopers 
from another Psalm. For the day of rest it would be preferable to praise God for 


the benefits to oneself than for the punishmentof the wicked. Psalm 49 read at the 
house of mourners is sublim2 and ought to be said daily instead of on the said special 
ocsasion. The 16th verse throws rays of light on a future life and on the immor- 
tality of the soul; indeed the whole Psslm is an earnest persursion to build the faith 
of resurrection, not on worldly power, but on God. | ? | 
Amongst other things we are told that we must be calm at the sight of the 
riches of the wicked who, in dying, cannot take them away with him or her, but is 
sure to perish eternally, From this I dissent in toto, I think a Paslm which would 
comfort and console the bereaved ones such as 1)7?

THE FEDERATION OF MINOR SYNAGOGUES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” a 
Sir,—It was indeed with great pleasure that I read Mr. Benjamin L, Cohen's 


| frank avowal in your last issue, that he had no intention of being unjust or. 


earcastic towards the Federation of Minor Synagogues. Mr. Coben is so universally 
respected for his conscientiousness, that it is re.ssuring to learn that his tarcasm 
was unintentional. | 

Mr. Cohen in his reply to my letter: which appeared on the 28th ult, dealt 
with my remarks under four heads, but it appears to mo that he has not quite 
received the imprcssion I desired to convey, perhaps because I did not express my- 
self clearly. It is not quite just, however, to quote my four points in a letter under 
the above heading ; for my original ecmmunication, which appeared in your issue 
of the 28th of September dealt not with the Federation of Minor Synagogues but 
with quite a bird of another colour. I was then detailing my views upon the 
proposed establishment of a great free synagogue, and I endeavourid to show that 
the scheme did not contain the elements of success, a contention which Mr, Cohen's 
letter does not shake one whit. | 

Mr, Cohen docs not contest my assertion that there are classes amongst cur 
foreign poor, but he does not see how that fact touches the question. Bat surel y 
it must be apparent that if a free synagogue be erected with the object of leading 
to the dissolution of the Minor Synagogues and it succeeds in attracting a certain 
claes only, it will in that respect alone have failed in its mission, My argument 
however, goes much deeper thanthis. I assert that the erection of a great free 
synagogue will bring under one roof a class that are much les potent for eviy 
whilst they remain in emall bodies. Mr. Cohen contradicts this opinion, and says 


“T regard it as a misfortune that these people are 60 little known,” Furely he -siaal 
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have misconstrued my meaning. When I asserted that it was as well that these 
classes were hidden from “ public light,” I meant not from Jewish light, but 
exactly what I wrote from “public light,” and I have no hesitation in asserting 
that nine out of every ten of the residents of the City and East End are in this 
matter with me. Brought under one roof these lower grade foreign brethren with 
all their blots will, without any preparation, be placed in a position much more 
open to public criticism than they are at present, and under existing circumstances 
I believe that this is not desirable. Be it remembered, I do not for one moment 
desire to insinuate the least thing against these poor persons, they are what they 
have been made, and I do not give way to any persons in my sympathy with their 
lot, andin my desire to improve it, 3 

Mr. Cohen utterly disregards the argument that I also adduced the difficulty of 
dealing with the religious fervour with which these people attach themselves to 
their Chevras, the desire to be “ a somebody” in their own little circle, and their 
deep-rooted wish to worship in a manner as closely as possible analogous to their 
synagogues “ at home,” 


In point“ D” Mr, Cohen introduces the Federation of Minor Synagogues for 


the first time, and says that by advocating the Federation my “logic is curious,” 
because I am opposed to'the establishment of a large free synagogue, I fail to see 
whero there is anything in common between the two things. The Federation of 
Minor Synagogues certainly does not aim, as Mr. Cohen appears to think it does, at 
bringing eny masses together, In the future, when foreign opinion is more edu- 
cated, a ‘‘ weeding process” may be possible, and the lower class’Chevras, thoee 
meoting in badly constracted places of worship, may be induced to affiliate them- 
selves to the better conditioned Minor Synagogues. I think I am justified in saying 
that at present ever this plan cannot be cénsidered to be “ within the range of 
practical politics.” The Federation of Minor Synagogues is a body composed (on 
an average) of four representatives from each of the Chevras (who desire to be 
represented), and who meet together for mutual advice and advantage, 


Mr. Cohen declines to take the Spital Square Synagogue as an example of the 
Ghevras “ because it differs from most of the Minor Synagogues in several impor- 
tant particulars,” but it is one of the Minor Synagogues, and what is more, I donot 
claim any exceptional merit for it, for there are many other Chevras quite as safe 
and fit for the gathering of large assemblies of persons, This only strengthens my 
argument in-favour of the “ weeding out ” process, The practicability of the better 
class Chevras being brought within the bounds of the United Synagogue cannot be 
conceded until at least the seat-rentals in the East End are brought within the 
limited means of the poor: | 


I come now to Mr. Cohen's criticisms upon Mr. Montagu’s remarks at the 
Spital Square Synagogue on the 7th inst. Mr. Cohen objects to Mr. Montagu’s 
phrase “the independence of tha Minor Synagogues,” and goes on to say, “I pre- 
sume, nevertheless, that it is certainly denied that even the Spital Square Syna- 
gogue, when it becomes independent, is to depend ina great measure on the United 
Synagogue to maintain for it the various communal establishments and to bear the 
heavy communal charges which it at present supports.” As President of that Syna- 
gogue I say “by no means.” We pay for all funerals, and when weare in a posi- 
tion to do so, will readily contribute our quota to the Chief Rabbi’s Fund—an office 
by-the-bye, which is equally indispensable, even if no Chevras existed. 


And now, sir, will you kindly permit me to level one blow t>wards laying the 
ghost of that, to me at least, ugly phrase, “ the communal charges,” or as it is often 
put, “the communal burdens” borne by the United Synagogogue. Every now and 
again this phrase is thrast in the teeth of the East Enders, but is this just? Why 
were the synagogues formed into the “ United Synagogue”? Why werothe tens of 


thousands of pounds taken out of the hands and out of the power of the City Synagogues 


and placed under the control of the United Synagogue? The great argument 
which at the time was reiterated over and over again, was that a United 
Synagogue would more oqually bear the communal burdens and now, when 
it has to bear some burdens, it whines. I firmly believe that if the Great 
Synagogue had its funds back again, it would be in a much better position 
to bear East End burdens, The members of those of the West End Syna. 
gogues who were enabled by grants of thousands of pounds out of the funds 
which originally came from the City, te build their palatial synagogues, at least; 
ought not tocomplain. Has the Great Synagogue ministration been so suce?ssfu] 
under the Act of Union? Has the experimont of a minister at the New Synagogue 
not proved a failure under the new Act? And 1t will not be contended that if these 
synagogues held the same funds as they had before the Union, they could not have the 
pick of the Jewish ministerr, The “communal burdens” would still exist if everyChevra 
disappeared. The Chief Rabbi's office would still have to be maintained, and none of the 
establishment charges connected with the burial arrangements would bs reduced, If 
this is conceded it must also be admitted that the ‘ dog in the manger” princip'e of 
not permitting the minor synagoguesfto shara in public advantages, would not be 
dignified, I admit that the free funerals are a heavy charge, but this is the only 
one (charity is mainly dealt with by other institutions) and that charge is quite 
covered by the interest and dividends the United Synagogue draws from funds 
originally dealt with in close proximity to the East End. 

Mr. Cohen complains that some of tha minor synagoguas'ara not in good 
condition, and in the very next line admits that they are in such “ a state of abject 
poverty, that they cannot raise the funds necessary t> make them decently habit- 
able and safe.” I would sugzest that it} would b2 mors logical to obtain the fund, 


necessary to improve these synagogues, rather than use their poverty as an argu-— 


ment in favour of their dissolution; it is nearly as bad as saying if a man were 
devoid of clothes it would b: better he should die rather than supply him with 
them, Mr, Cohea proceeded to name certain mintature synagozu.s as particularly 
bad specimens, No. 1 is No, 19, Church Lane, Now here is antexamole of “a b'ack 
sheep” spoiling the flock, and the sheep Joos not even belong to the fold, The house 
in question is nota Chevra. The Proprietor of the house (tho same that the Poor 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter was opened to supersede) allows services te be held there 
and the old object of the house attracts newly arrived foreigners to resort there for 
worship, but this does not constitute a Chevra, This place is not and could not be 
represented at the Federation. There are several places kept up in the same way 
which serve to condemn the Chevras generally, and no power (unless it be the local 
sanitary officer) can interfere with them. Mr, Cohen also objects to the dustbins 
outside two other places which are usei for worship, but they do not belong to the 


| 
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Chevras, they are placed there by persons having n 
is scarcely the fault of the Chevras, them, Tha 

Mr, Cohen and I, in my humble way, are both strivyi 
the improvement of our foreign poor, but Mr. Cohen scems 
way to better the condition of the Chevras will be to s ’ 
the earth. Again I commend to him the words of nae prety face 
“Take the Chevras by the hand and not by the throat,” May I suggest a 10th, 
that he should joia one of the minor synagogues ani be elected to the ta Cohen 
Federation. He might then give us the benefit of his counsel] and w . - 
some experience of the enthusiasm which actuates the members of the eu an 
gogues in the support of the various congregations, He will learn that, ar 
to take counsel from each other, whilst the members of the Chevras may be % 
through the Federation, they resent “interference.” Tho Federation ae 
its infancy, and it is hardly fair to expect it toibe ina state of thorough — 
tion as yet.

of the Chevras know this full well, and it is with parionable pride that they k 
up their little synagogues by the sweat of their brow, The Federation of — 
Synagogues has one great promise of success and that is, that within that “ 
every man is of the same class as his neighbour, The United Synagogue seeks “ on] 
to attract the few” and nobody more than myself has had the bitter seneclans 
of that, and this has been the cause of my leaving it, and espousing the inten 
of the Minor Synagogues. 

The representatives of the United Synagogue will have first to cease

_ The death is announced at Philadelphia, on the third inst., of Mr. Alfred T, 


On the 2nd inst. there died at Laibach, Austria, Colonel Adolph Beer, Com- 
taander of the 3rd Artillery Corps. A native of Prossnitz in Moravia, he was 
destined by his father for a military career, for which he himself had a strong 
liking. On leaving the school for military cadets where he had been one of the 
best students, with the rank of Lieutenant, Beer was appointed, owing to his high 
military attainments, Professor at the Military Academy in Weissen irchen, aud 
subsequently also at the military school in Cracow. As First Lieutenant ho found 
an opportunity of covering himself with glory. In 1866 when the Prussians 
unexpectedly appeared before Olmiitz, it was Beer who watched over and pro- 
tected this frontier fortress during the night and saved it from falling into the 
hands of the enemy. He was one ot the first Jewsin active military service who 
attained the grade of Colonel, and would undoubtedly havo risen still higher 
had not death put an end to his career at the comparatively early age of 55. 
Colonel Beer strictly adhered to the observances of Judaism, and for his poor 
connections ho always had a sympathetic heart and an open hand. 


M. ISRAEL BRODSKI. 


The Russian Jews, who have scarcely had time to recover from the shock 
eaused by the deaths of the St, Petersburg philanthropists, M. Samuel Poliakoff and 
M. Warachawski, have now again suffered a very severe loss, M. Israel Brodski of 
Kieff, is dead, at the age of 63. One of the greatest benefactors of his people ia 


Russia, M, Brodski mixed himself more directly in their affairs than did some other . 


Jewish millionaires of that country, Schools and benevolent institutions of every 
kind were constant recipients of his bountiful gifts, which were not altogether 
confined to Jews. Among his benefactions were 140,000 roubles for the erection of 
a Jewish Hospital, and 60,000 roubles for its maintenance ; 80,000 roubles for tho 
building of Jewish baths and soup kitchen. He was worth about ten million 
roubles, In many ways M. Brodski laboured to ameliorate the hard lot of his co- 
religionists, and the affection which they entertained for him was shown at his 
obs: quies, which were attendei by more than 8000 membors of the Jewish commu- 
nity in Kieff, besides large numbers of Christians, including the Governor, the 
General in command of the troop and the principal authorities, 


SIGNOR CESARE CORRENTI, 


Signor Correnti, the Italian statesman who died on the 4th inst, was nota Jew, 
but he was one of the warmest friends and patrons whom the Jews possessed in 
Italy. At the very commencement of his public career he wrote a work “ Gli’ Ebri 
come patriotti” (“The Jews as Patriots”) which in a brief space of time ran 
through four editions. In this work he pointed out that none had more powerfully 
contributed to the emancipation and progress of Italy than the Jews, Later on, 
when he played an important part in Parliamont and in the Cabinet, he repeatedly 
gave proofs of his symvathy with the Jews, To him Luzzatti, among others, owed 
the influential post of Financial Counciller of the Crown. Correnti was a thorough 
enemy of anti-Semitism, and he could never understand how men of culture could 
associate themselves with so degrading a movement. When Baron von Keudell, the 
German Ambassador, spoke to him ono day of Stocker and _ his associates, Correnti 
replied ‘‘ They must be mad.” Such was his opinion of the Judenfressers in Germany. 


He was greatly interested in the excellent Jewish Infant Schools in Rome, to 
which he was a frequent and large contributor. 


JERUSALEM. 


It is announced from Constantinople that M. Joseph Nabon, of Jerusalem, has 
succeeded in his negotiations with the Porte, and has obtained a concession for 
jaying down a narrow guage railway between Jaffa and Jerusalem, <A similar con- 
cession was given some years ago to Parisian financiers, but was subsequently 
revoked, 7 

The visit of Mr. Elkan Adler to Jerusalem, with reference tothe unlawful 
erection of dwellings on the property belonging to the late Sir Moses Montefiore, 
has not given satisfaction to the parties mostly concerned. Ninety families, con- 
sisting of 393 souls, settled on this land, and built for themselves huts, without 
obtaining the sanction either of the Government or of the Trustees of the property. 
In aninterview which Mr. Adler had with the Rabbis of Jerusalem, he intimated 
to them that his instructions were that the huts were>to be demolished and the 


squatters expelled from the land. He was, however, authorised to suggest the 


appointment of a special committee to take charge of the property, and that this Com- 
mittee should undertake the erection of stone housess. One third of the money 
required for this purpose would have to be found by intending dwellers, and the other 
two-thirds would be lent them, repayable within fifteen years, by the Montefiore 
Testimonial Committee in London, This plan, it is pointed out, would not benefit 
the class of people who had settled on the land, as they are utterly destitute of 
means, When the proposals became known among the settlers they created dis- 
turbauces in Jerusalem, and some of then were arrested. Mr, Elkan Adler, who 
arrivedin Jerusalem on Hoshana Rabba, remained there four days, and another 
four days were spent in visits to Hebron, Bethlehem, Jericho and the Jordan. On 
his departure, according to the Z/abazeleth, he empowered M, Valero, the banker, to 
act as he deemed fit. with respect to the settlement of the dispute. 


HAND IN HAND AND Wipows’ Home Instirvution.—The Prosident (Mr 
Ernest L. Franklin) and Committee of the amalgated inytitation have issued an 
appeal, in order to clear off a debt of £200 borrowed by the Treasurer and to place the 
charity in a position to tide over the next few years. Tho total annual revenue is 
about £600, but last year’s expenditure exceeded this amount by nearly £300, 
although, owing the vigilance of the House Committes, the cost of management has 
been materially reduced during the last few years, The institution can accommodate 
16 more inmates, but the Committee have only been able to declare vacancies for six

watury methods. If there is one cause with which our race has been 
«pecially identified throughout its long history it is that of Education. The 
insining of children has ever been one of its chief pre-occupations—an object 
vhich was regarded as sacred as public worship, and one to be promoted 
ern at the cost of neglecting national aspirations. The very mechanism 
ifthe modern School Board hal its germ in Palestine before the common era 
bad commenced. The Jew, then,-may speak with some authority on matters 


of Education, and a seat at the London School Board belongs to him by | 


prescriptive right. 
~ The claim has become accentuated in recent years. The rapid growth 
{the community has intensified the parodox presented by a central educa- 
tional body devoid of Jewish elements, The poverty, as well as the wealth, of 
the London Jews, has strengthened their title to representation at the School 
Bord. Large contributors to the educational rate, they had the most 
tementary right to a voice in its application. But beyond this the expansion 
ithe Jewish working population during the last decade has necessitated 
sort to educational contrivances outside the community. The Jewish 
roluntary school is no longer the sole machinery for Jewish education in 
london, Already half-a-dozen Board Schools in the East End are virtually 
Jevish schools, teaching almost exclusively Jewish childron, and officered 
lngely by Jewish teachers. The fact that some three thousand pupils of the 
hols belonging to the London School Board are Jews constitutes the strong- 
tat possible plea for the election of a Jew to a seat at the Board. That the Tower 
Hamlets Division should be represented by a Jewish member is peculiarly 
propriate, seeing. that the Board Schools which show so large a proportion 
Jewish pupils are all situated in that district. Nor do we forget that 
the late member for the Tower Hamlets, Mr. Boxtoy, whom Mr. Mowreriore 
fucceeded, continuously evinced his sense of the fact that he really repre- 
ented a Jewish constituency by the attention he paid to Jewish interests. 
The School Board, too, has displayed a like solicitude. It has been ever 
raly to satisfy the legitimate wants of the community in a liberal spirit. The 
‘uportant provision for the religious instruction of the Jewish scholars of 
te East End Board Schools, which has been made by the energy anj 
tuterprise of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religion Knowledge, 
las been made possible only by the readiness with which the Board has 
granted the necessary facilities. The community would indeed be unjust 
(id it hesitate to recognise a generous policy which has saved it from an 
elucational collapse. But when all this is admitted the fact remains that 
* communal interests call for a Jewish representative to champion them at 
we Board, and the demand is reinforced hy the important place which 
oglish Jews occupy among the general population of the Kingdom. 
That Mr, Moxteriore is eminently fitted for the post he seeks will 
Wanimously admitted. Possessing the advantages of the best University 
Mining, practical educationist who brings a loving sympathy to his 
Work, he jg peculiarly qualified for a seat in London’s educational Parlia- 
mat, His strong attachment to his race and his connection with some of 
ur denominational schools, mark him out as an admirable representative of 
*mmunity. Indeed it would be difficult to find another man so 
; ly adapted for the position by the same happy combination 
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of culture, of educational zeal and of strong Jewish feeling, A 
man of leisure too, Mr. Monrerions may be trusted to dis- 
charge the duties that will devolve upon him thoroughly and 
conscientlously. His fitness for the distinction he seeks is illustrated by 
his address to his constituents. It displays a firm grasp of current educational 
problems, a clearness of vision as to the right mode of attacking them, and 
an earnest intention to do his share of the task with unstinted energy. With 
all the views embodied in the address we cannot agroo. We donot see, for 
example, why voluntary schools, which Mr. Monreriore wishes to sée 
flourish, should not be helped from the rates. The principle has already 
been conceded in the payments made to such schools by the State after 
examination by the Government Inspector. And since the voluntary 
schools are doing a part of the educational work of the pation, and, by 
pretty general consent, are doing it well, it is hard to see why they should not 
receive further aid from the public funds. On other points we are in closer 
accord with Mr. Monreriong. His desire for the extension of technical 
instruction and for the adoption by the School Board of such a fiscal policy 
as shall harmonize the claims both of efficiency and economy will command 
the widest approval. Most gratifying of all is the firmness with which he 
pronounces in favour of the close connection of religious teaching with “ the 
school in which the child receives its. general training.” A true Jew could 
not conscientiously take up a different attitude; and in Mr, Monrerions 
the community may count upon securing a representative who will not

JEWISH ARMY OFFICERS. 


— 


A statement was recently published abroad that the late Colonel Adolf Beer 
was “the only Jew” who had obtained the rank of Colonel in the Austrian army. 
This statement suggested the publication in a German paper of an article which 
proved that inevery army of the Great Powers Jews have attained high rank, There 
are not only many Jewish Colonels but Gene-als also. The French army has at 


present no le:s than six Jewish Generals, of whom two are Generals of Division. - 


These six are: Generals of Division, Leopold Sée (an old tried Commander and at 
the same time Commandant of the 20th Army Division) and Aimé Lambert (some 
years Commander of Paris and, afterwards, General Commanding the French troops 
in Tunis) ; Generals of Brigade, Lévy (Artillery), Justin Brisac (Cavalry, often 
distinguished), Bernard Abraham and Hinstin (the youngest of the Generals). 
Of Colonels there have been at least a dozen in the French army and their number 
lately was eight, including Colonel Abraham Auguste Samuel of the General Staff 
(recently deceased), Colonel of Artillery Moch, Colonels Salvador, Cahen and Blum, 
In the Belgian army the first Jewish General (Infantry General Fix) was appointed 
this year. The first Jewish General in the Italian army was appointed some few 
months ago in the person of General Giuseppe’Ottolenghi, and there are now five 
Jewish Colonels, among them being Cesare Rovighi, Colonel of Infantry, and Colonel 
Leone Artom, the former be'ng also Professor of the Chief Military Academy. It 
is well known what an important part was played in the Liberation Campaign 
by Colonel Enrico Guastalla, one of the thousand heroes of Marsala, one of Gari- 
ba'di’s aide-de-camps, and subsequently a Deputy in the Italian Parliament. In 
the last century there was the Jewish Colonel Frank in Canada, who was 
subsequently an aide-de-camp of Washington, 

In England there is Lt.-Colonel Montefiore and Lt.-Colonel Goldsmid, Even in 
Russia a Jew has attained the rank of General—the able Army-Doctor Medem, the 
present Doctor-in-Chief of the Garrison in Kieff. The late Dr. Noah Salamon, who 
died in 1885, had in the Danish army not only the rank of General, but he was 


First Doctor-in-Chief of the entire Danisharmy. Of the active officers of the Staff . 


of the Prussian army, Meno Burg, Major of Artillery, was distinguished as the first 
Jewish officer in the regular army of Prussia who advanced to that grade without 
abandoning his faith. In the Bavarian army there was the late Major Frank. The 
Jewish ‘banker and Aastrian-Consul Obermayer at Augsburg has risen in conse- 
quence of his military capacity to the rank of Colonel in the Bavarian Landwehr. 

Jewish naval officers were in former days to be found occupying high posts in 
England, Holland and America. Uriah Levi was Commodore of the Navy of the 
United States, and General Marchena was for atime Ministerof War of the Republic 
of San Domingo. : 

It should also be stated that Marcus (not Gustave) Weiss died as Colonel fifteen 
years ago at Agram, where he was buried in the Jewish cemetery. ‘There was aleoa 
Jewish Commandant of Venice, Colonel Adolf Pinsker, There is still alive, as a 
pensioner at Tricst,a Jewish Captain of the Austrian Navy, Chevalier von Funk, 
who remained true to his Jewish faith and was decorated for meritorious services 
with the Leopold Order. Of Jewish origin alto are Admiral Tobias Baron von 
Oesterreicher (Triest) and:\Chevalier von Hertzfeld (Captains of line of battleships) . 
The Austrian army has also a Jewish General ia the Medical Corps, General-Doctor 


Michael Waldstein. He is really the first Jew who has attained the rank of General - 


in Austria. There are many other valiant officers of Jewish birth or extraction 
such as Lieut.-Fieldmarshals, Baron von Joelson, Salomon, von Friedberg, Pollack 
yon Klumberg, Tiller von Trunfort, Baron von Ilenikstein, Singer, Baron yon 


-Isaacsohn and Lieutenant Fieldmarshal Baron von Krauss, the present Governor of 


Bohemia.

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THE ‘GRAND RABBINATE OF FRANCE. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
PARIS, 22nd OctToBER, 1888" 


We have all of us read announcements in the London and Paris journals that 
M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of Paris, will shortly take the place vacated by the 
lamented death of M, Isidor, the Grand Rabbi of France, 


Before touching on this subject, which has been prematurely dealt with by 
journalists who are not well posted up in our communal affairs, I desire to say a few 
words concerning that eminent man and distinguished orator, who during forty 
yeara filled in Paris the highest and at the same time the most difficult sacerdotal 
functions, 


Grand Rabbi of Paris, and later on Grand Rabbi of France, M, Isidor displayed 
in these two posts the loftiest of views, talent sui generis, a heart brimming with 
kindness and charity, a mind open to all circumstances, and understanding the 
exigencies of the time while remaining the vigilant guardian of the traditions of 
the past, His funeral was as simple as it was touching, Just as his name 
was in every mouth, so will. his memory live in every heart, The teach- 
ings which he has left behind him still live within us; his instruction is fresh in 
our minds, and nothing can justify the apparent hurry to replace him. 

The Grand Rabbis and Rabbis who spoke his eulogy referred to him as sons 
whom death has deprived of a tenderly loved father ; emotion and grief filled their 
speeches, as tears filled their eyes, The Alliance Israélite expressed through the 
eloquent voice of the barrister M. Leven, its Vice-President, the profound regret which 
this loss has given to the Alliance, that is to say to universal Judaism. Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild, as President of the Central Consistory, was the eloquent 
interpreter of everybody's sentiments. is improvised address, which was full of 
infectious warmth, and was delivered in a style as noble as it was pure, traced in a 
few words the well-spent career of the illustrious deceased. In this speech we had 
one proof the more that the great financier,—one of the first among Jews, we may 
well say of the entire world, this unrivalled philanthropist, this distinguished 
member of the Academy of Fine Arts who has a thorough knowledge of all artistic 
questions,—is also a consummate orator, full of vigour, and possessing in a superior 


degree the art of saying what is right at the right moment, just as he possesses that 


of doing the right thing at the right time. 

Who is to be the successor of M. Isidor? Before answering this question it 
will be useful if I acquaint your readers with the mode of nomination of a Grand 
Rabbi of France, | 

French Judaism is divided into twelve circumscriptions of unequal importance | 
each having a Consistory consisting of six lay members appvinted by the Jewish 
electors and of a Grand Rabbi. At the head of these regional Consistories there 
stands a Central Consistory, composed of twelve lay members residing in Paris and 
of the Grand Rabbi of Fiance, Every one of these twelve members represents the 
departmental circumscription which appointed him, and of which he is the delegate. 
The President of the Central Consistory is and has been for many years Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild, delegate of the circumscription of Bordeaux. The Central 
Consistory is the official intermediary between the Government and the Depart- 
mental consistories. For the election of the Grand Rabbi of France the e'ectors 
appoint two delegates in each of the twelve consistorial circumscriptions, who are 
associated with the Central Consistory. This supreme electoral body, presided over 
by the President of the Central Consistory, then proceeds to the election of the 
Grand Rabbi. The Central Consistory submits the selection to the Government 


by whom it is ratified. 


Will this election take place within a very short time? There is ouly one cause 
which might in some way justify sucha proceeding. In the month of December 


next all the departmental consistories will have to undergo partial renewal, No 


one alleges that, in order not to fatigue the Jewish electoral body, the coming 
elections should be utilised for the appuvintment of delegates who shall take part in 
the election of the Grand Rabbi of Frauce.. This is an hypothesis which might be 
maintained ; but no harm will be done by delay, and there is nothing to prevent: 
another body from being conyenei some months later. : 

- We now come to the question which is occupying all mea’s minds. Who will be 


elected Grand Rabbi of France? Certainly if there is one name which comes to the 


front, both on account of services already rendere!, and of othera which may be 


performed in the future; if there is one man who by his activity and his intelligence 
deserves the first place ; if there is one Rabbi who by his suavity, as well as by his 
firmness, by his conciliatory spirit, as much as by his religious faith is worthy to 
succeed M. Isidor, it surely is M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of Paris, More than 
anyone else in this high situation to which he appears to be called, by his past, his 


eloquence, his scientific knowledge, and his brilliant qualities, he would give satis-_ 


faction to what is called the advanced party, without in any way offending the 
conservative, the orthodox party. Rigid in everything that concerns religious — 


practices which have their source in the fundamental principles of Judaism; full 


of indulgence for usages which are but of secondary importance, he would be in his 
proper place in the elevated post of Grand Rabbi of France ; smiling at the slight 
infractions of the liberals, without offending the men of a past which we all respect 
and which he respects with us, 

But M. Zadoe Kahn is Grand Rabbi of Paris, and as such he has male the Jews 
in that city a community without rival, His work is not yet completed ; and 
where is the man who has not the laudable ambition of finishing a work s has 
taken up? Moreover the Community of Paris, which has seen him at work 
has the right to say to him, and it does say: 1) ODN 
“itis for you to crown the edifice, and not to leave it until it is 
as you conceived it.”’ 

These are the difficulties of the election, Several means havo been proposed 
and I will examine them rapidly. Shall we place over M. Zadoc Kahn one of his 
colleagues chosen among the Grand Rabbis of the Departments? But these Grand 
Rabbis are nearly all of the same age as M. Zadoc Kahn ; and he wields such 
authority in Paris and in French Judaism that it would be difficult to give hima 
superior who was not at the same time his superior in age,

Having observed in several of the leading daily and Weekly papers notices of 
the approaching sale of the works of the late Mr. S. H. Leifchild, Tale k ts 
interest any of your readers who care for ideal sculpture to be remin ied of the 
author of these works. They have not been before the public since his death, which 
occurred five years ago, and perhaps Mr. Leifchild was always chiefly known among 
artists, because he strove after what he considered the highest art, without regard 
to merely pleasing the public taste, nud many of his works, by ‘their very ideality 
and purity of style did not obtain that warm appreciation with the public which a 
quiet observation of them never fails to excite. Most of them now on view in his 
Studio were exhibited in the Royal Academy, as will no doubt be remembered, and 
are representative of his style from the commencement until the close of his career. 
Perhaps the most remarkable is the grand figure of “ Opportunity” (exhibited in 


1882) interpreting the following Greek epigram supposed to have been addressed to | 


a statue of ‘ Opportunity” by Lysippus— 

Question: “ Who was thy sculptor and whencs came he ?” 

Answer: “ Lysippus of Sicyon.” 

Question: “ And who art thou ?” 

Answer: “ Opportunity, the master of all.’’ 

Question: “ Why art thou on tiptoe standing ?” 

Answer: “IT ran for ever onwards,”’ 

Question: “ And why is thy hair all in front ?” 

Answer: “ When once with my winged feet I have swept by a man, never again, 
though greatly desiring, can he follow and catch me up.” :

EZEKIEL XX, 


Kxzechiel Capitel Zwanzig,.—Erleutert non M, FRIEDMANN (Wien, 1888). 


It does not happen very often that Jewish scholars, especially those who ara 
devoted to the study of Rabbinic literature, can spare time to write on Biblical 
subjects, Indeed the Talmudic literature is sufficient to occupy tho whole of a 
man’s life. The smallest contribution that comes from this quarter must therafore 


_be considered an event deserving particular attention. The more so when it 


comes from the pen of such an original thinker as Mr. Friedmann, whose contribu- 
tion to the Jewish Quarterly Review will make his method known to English 
readers. We are referring to his essay on the 20th chapter of Ezekiel, just 
published under the Hebrew title “ Hazion” (j)'¥7,) 


‘Lhe most characteristic feature in Mr. Friedmann’s Exegesis is his employ- 
he 

does not explicitly pronounce it, Mr. Friedmann is evidently of opinion that a 
real understanding of the vive ray is only to be found with the ancient Rabbis. 
Living on the same soil, breathing tho same air, speaking the same language, or at 
least a dialect akin to the Hebrew, and being the heirs of the sentiments and feelings 
of the Prophets, the early Rabbis were better able to penetrate into the spirit of 
the Bible than any German Professor or Eaglish Doctor of Divinity. The way 
in which Mr. Friedmann manages to justify his theory can only be aeen by 
reading the essay itself. Though he will not be able to agree with him in every 
point the reader will fiad that almost every sentence contains some fresh sugges- 
tion. Here we must confine ourselves to noticing one point in his interesting 
introduction. | 

Mr. Friedmann believes that the key to the whole history of Israel is to bo’ 
found in the struggle between the ideal of Moses on the one hand, culminatin 
in the words : “ For wherein now shall it be known that I have found grace, 
and Thy people? Is it not that thou goest with us so that we be separated from 
all the people that are on the face of the earth” (Ex: 33, 16), and the wish of 
the people on the other hand, **That we also may be like all the nations” (1 
Samuel, vill. 20). The head of the prophets wanted them to form a nation for 
themselves. But itis neither the language, nor the country, nor the ties of 
blood which form and mark the characteristics of that nation. It is just the glory 
of the Jewish nation not to be dependent on such passing conditions, the ceasing 
of which would also endanger the existence of Israel. The terms on which this 
existence depended are only spiritual: the acknowledging of the One Living, 
God as their King, and to live in accordance with His laws, which according to 
the author means chiefly “to do age and to love mercy.” The proselyte 
therefore, by accepting the Jewish religion, becomes also a member of the 
nation. 


We may perhaps add here that this was also the view of R. Saadiah Gaon 
when he said : | 


“ Our (Jewish) nation can only be considered as such by its religion.” What 
would this great ancient Rabbi have thought of the modern silly talk about the 
Jewish race by which the whole of Judaism is reduced toa question of blood. It is 
revolting to see what importance apostates have obtained for us in the racial 
theory. How we glory in their success! How we follow all their movements, 
whilst hundreds and thousands of good Jews who have suffered for their religion 
and to whose efforts Judaism owes so much, are ignored as antiqueted and out 
of fashion. 

We take also the opportunity to draw the attention of the reader to a 
‘remarkable passage very frequentin the Midrashim, which Mr, Friedmann hap- 
pens to quote in this pamphlet. We mean the Hagadic paraphrase of Daniel iii. 8, 
which explains that Hananjah, Mishael and Asarjah answered Nebuchadnezzar 
that they had certainly no objection to recognising hin as their king as far as 
concerned taxes, rates and other dutics towards the Government.

The ‘third quarterly part for the current year (Tome xvii. No. 33) of the 


‘‘Revue des Etudes Juives ’ has jast been issued. The contents, consisting 
chiefly of a number of short articles, are as usual of so varied a character as to 
interest boti the scholar and the ordinary reader. Several of the articles are 
continuations from the previous part. These are : “ Recherches bibliques,” by J. 
Halévy, with which the number opens, and which comprise a supplementary 
note on Amraphael, King of Senaar (originally read before the Académie 
des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres in May last), and Notes on 3, Cappadocia ; 
“ Josef Haccohen et ses Chroniquers,” by Isidore Loeb, the present chapter bein
